Pepper. This 1s all I can ſay my Lord. 

Zachary Thorpe was again called by Thwing. 

Thorpe. Bolron laid he was going to ſwear againſt my La- 
dy Tempeſt, and if one thiug would not do another ſhould, 
and would have had me ro give Evidence againſt Shipton. 

Mrs. Baynes (Mother to Mr. Bolron) called. 

Mr. Baron Arkins. What do you ſay Mrs. Baynes ? 

Mrs. Baynes. Indeed (my Lord) I know nothing of this, 1 
know not Thorpe, Shipton I know, and he cold me thar if he 
had not fallen into my Lord of Shrewbury's ſervice, he and 
Thorpe would have turned Highway-Men. 

Mr. Babmgton called by Preſsicks. 

Mr. Juſtice Dolben. Can you ſay any thing for Mrs. Preſ- 
vicks ? 

Babington. I can ſay no thing but what I ſaid yeſterday 
concerning Sir Thomas Gaſcoyne, 

Mr. Juſtice Dolben. Can you fay any thing for Preſsicks ? + 

Babington. No my Lord, I can ſay nothing for Mrs. Preſ- 
fsicks, yes, thus much I mult fay that when I came to have 
the writings ſealed by Bolron, his Wife refuſed to Seal them 
without delivering up of the bonds. I told her, it would be 
an additional fecuriry to Sir Thomas Gaſcoyne, he ſaid he did 
beleive, that Mr. Preſsick and his Wife were his Enemies, and 
that they did inſtigate Sir Thomas to ſue him. | 

Mr. Juſtice Dolben. ( To Thwing ) Come what have you 
more to lay ? 

Thwing. I have no Witnefles to call, but I hope it will be 
conſidered what kind of Witneſles theſe are, whar lives they 
have led, they bring me in amougſt the reft, we are all of a 
Family ; I hope (my Lord) you will conſider that thoſe ill 
men that will, may take away an honeſt mans life 'un- 
juſtly. 

Mr. Juſtice Dolben. I hear no Body ſpeak again their lives, 
G and 
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and this I muſt tell you,till men be convicted of ſome crime 
that may diſable them, you cannot take away their reſti- 
mony. 
* Thwing. My Lord, Witneſſes ſhould be men of Credit and 
Reputrarion. 

Mr. Juſtice Dolben. The Jury is to conſider of that. 

Mr. Juſtice Dolben. Look you Gentlemen, thele two Pri- 
ſoners ſtand Indidted of High Treaſon, and it is for conſpi- 
ring the Death of the King, and other heinous Crimes ; As 
Deſigning the Subverting the Government, and bringing in 
the Popith Religion. 

Now the Witnefles that have been produced againſt 
Thwing, are Bolron and Mowbray ; and againſt Preſsicks, Mr. 
Bolron, Mrs. Bolron ſenior and junior, and one Hutchinſon, 
and the Evidence againſt Thwing, is one thing, and againſt 
the Woman quite another ; there is no Evidence againſt her 
but what they heard her ſay others were to do, there is no 
Evidence of atiy action of hers, or that ſhe was preſent at 
any Conſultation, nor aCting any thing there, bur that ſhe 
ſaid ſo 'and (ſo. Now Mr. Bolron and his Grandmother do 
both ſay that ſhe ſaid, Pickering was to have killed the King, 
and that ſhe was ſorry that he did not do it. That the Gun 
with which he ſhould have done it, was found, and ſhe 
was afraid that was the cauſe of his Death, and they all ſa 
ſhe ſaid , that it would be never well with England, till the 
Catholicks -had got the upper hand, and the Duke of York 
were King. Now I muſttell you, that my opinion is, that 
a bare ſaying of this doth not amount to High Treaſon, un- 
leſs you i beleive from theſe words, that ſhe knew other: 
wile then by hearſay, that Pickermg was to have killed the 
King, and that ſhe was Privy and Conlenting to the delign 
of Killing the King , then ſhe is guilty of Treaſon, bur 
if ſhe only knew it by hearlay, the bare knowledge and con- 
cealing of it will make her guilcy of Milpriſion of Treaſon ; 
but knowing of it barely by Report doth not make her 
guilty of High Treaſon. My Brother will tell you his opi- 
'nion herein. Now for Mr. Thwing, the Eyidence againſt 
him is very home;for they both Swear againſt himone to one 

meeting 
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Meeting, and the other to another, that he was preſent at 
their Conlulttaion to Kul the Kmg,Subvert the Government, 
and to bring in the Popiſh Religion ; chat he did agree at 
the meeting to the Killmg of the Kimg, they do both Swear, 
and this they ſay was at Sir Thomas Gaſcomes, and that at the 
ſeveral meerings there was a Liſt produced, bur Bolron ſaith, 
that the Liſt when he was preſent was a Lift of thoſe thar 
were engaged towards the carrying on of the Nunnery ; 
that which the other ſpeaks of, was a Lift of thoſe that 
were engaged about the killing the Kimg, about the whole 
deſign which was to be eftefted by killng the King, this he 
Swears, that Thwing did produce this Liſt,; and Mowbray 
ſaith, that three or four Prieſts were preſent at that time, 
and that Thwing ſaid, the King was an Heretick, and Excom- 
municated by the Pope, and it was not only lawful but me- 
ritorious to kill Him. So that admitting this Evidence be 
true, itis a full Evidence of High Treaſon againſt him; 
here is an imagining the Death of the King, and here is an 
overt Act, here is a ſetting hands to ir ; fo that if this be 
true, Thwing is guilty of High Treaſon. Now againſt this, 
they have produced many Witneſſes, and none of them doth 
go about to prove this impoſſible but only improbable, bur 
one that is a Groom of Sir Thomas Gaſcoyne's, who faith, he 
was but once or twice that-year there, and not at Eaſter bur 
about Michaelmas, is that enough to anſwer the Teſtimony 
of theſe two Men , Gentlemen, for a Groom: to take upon 
him, to ſay two years afrer who was at his Maſters Houſe, 
and how often, and what time of the. year, is to mea very 
ſtrange thing ; unleſs ic were one that was never uſed to 
ro come=there : Bur this man, he ſaith, did uſe to come 
chere, bur that | muſt leave to you. The Reſt of the Wit- 
neſſes were the ſame that were Examined: yeſterday. Firſt 
They inſiſt concerning Mr. Lowther, they lay, that when 
Mr. 2olron farſt went to Mr. Lowther, he {aid nothing of Mr. 
Thwing,bur it appears, he ſaid then, that afterwards he might 
remember more, then the man was under a great Conſter- 
nation, and told him, the great and dangerous conſequences 
of having ſo long concealed ir, was the occaſion of that - 
order 
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order upon him, but he ſaid, he ſhould remember more af- 
retwards, and ſo he did ; the reſt of the Wirneſles do all go 
this purpoſe, that either Bolron or Mowbray ſhould tell chem 
at one time or other, they did know nothing of the Plot, nor 
againſt Sir Thomas Gaſcoyne ; and ſome of them lay, that ir is 
out of Malice to Sir Thomas's Family, for ſo Thwmg would 
have it, he being his Nephew ; that the Malice ſhould 
reach to Mr.Thwing;that they would have it,and ſomething to 
the ſame purpoſe they do offer againſt Mr. Mowbray. Now 
here is one Walker, that ſwears, that Bolron ask't her it ſhe 
knew Thwing to be a Prieſt, and offered her 10 |. to ſwear 
him a Prieſt, *ſhe is a Servant of one Mrs. Laſſel's, Mr. 
Thwing's Siſter, he came to Mrs. Laſſel's to ſearch tor Preiſts, 
It is ſomething ſtrange, that he ſhould offer to perlwade 
her to Swear againſt Thwinz, who was Servant to his own 
Siſter, and at the time when he came to ſearch for Prieſts, 
che Truth of it is, the thing doth depend purely upon the 
Credit of Witneſſes. The Kings Witneſſes are upon their 
Oathes, but on the other hand the others are not on their 
Oaths, but Credit is to be given to what they ſay ; if you 
conſider their Evidence and do find a clearnels in their Teſti- 
mony, which you muſt weigh, for certainly he that ſo- 
lemnly in the preſence of God will ſay a falſe thing, will al- 
ſo dare to Swear it, how far their Principles will carry them 
I know not, I can ſee nothing but Bolron and Mowbray are 
good Witneſles, I do not ſee but what they ſay, is coherent, 
and that they ſpeak the Truth : And if you beleive what 
they ſay to be true, then Thwing is guilty of High Treaſon, 
bur if do not beleive, what they ſay is true, ' but out of ma- 
lice you muſt acquit him. They do object the other Juries 
did not beleive Bolron and Mowbray, the caſe with the Priſo- 
ners at. the Bar is.not the ſame with theirs, but you are to 
give * pom Verdi& according to the Evidence that you haye 
heatd, and according to your Conſciences. 
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Mr. Baron ftkyns. Gentlemen of the Fury, T ſhall be wery 
ſhort ; The Crimes that ars laid in this Indiftment, and- 
charged upon theſe perſons, are' the deſigriing to take away 

the Kings Life, Subverting the Government, and Introduing 

Popery ; you obſerve' the nature of the Evidence which hath 
been given againſt the Priſoners. And firſt, T ſhall ſpeak but 
oe word concerning Mary Preſſicks; I do fully agree with 
what my Brother hath ſaid ; you do take notice, that the Evi- 
dence that hath been given againſt her, hath been what came 
out of her own mouth ; the Witneſſes are Mr. Bolron and his 
Grandmocher, and likewiſe one Hutchinſon: My. Bolron

Gentlemen, In matters of Faft, which de- 
pend upon. the Teftimony of Witneſes, the Credit of the 
Witneſſes is greatly to be conjidered ; if you believe what 
Bolron and, Mowbray . hzv2 both poſitively Sworn, the 
Treaſon is plain ; you muſt take all the parts of your Evi- 
dence together, you muſt. weigh all the Circumſtances ; you 
muſt, as T ſaid before, aw the Credit of the Witneſſes 
of the one ſide and of the other, and by theſe ſteps you will 
be the better guided in- the giving of your Verdict. Imuft 
leave it t0'you: and I pray God direft you therein.
